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REMARKS 

The foregoing amendment amends claims 1, 3, 5 and 6 and adds new claims 7-16. 
Pending in the application are claims 1-16, of which claims 1 and 1 1 are independent. The 
following comments address all stated grounds for rejection and place the presently pending 
claims, as identified above, in condition for allowance. 

Claim Amendments 

Applicant amends claim 1 to clarify the meaning of the language recited in the claimed 
invention. Applicant also amends claims 3, 5 and 6 and adds claims 7-10 to remove multiple 
dependencies. No new matter is added. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. §102(a) 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by JP 2000-067898. 
Applicant respectfully traverses the rejection for the following reasons. 

Applicant notes that JP 2000-067898 was published on March 03, 2000. Applicant also 
notes that the Japanese priority application of the pending application was filed on January 28, 
2000. Applicant submits a verified English translation of the Japanese priority application to 
rely upon the earlier filing date of the Japanese priority application. In light of this, Applicant 
submits that JP 2000-067898 does not qualify as a prior reference to reject the pending claims 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(a). Applicant respectfully requests the Examiner to reconsider and 
withdraw the rejection of claims 1-6, and pass the claims to allowance. 

New Claims 

Applicant adds new claims 11-16 directed to a power generation method in a fuel cell 
system. New claims 11-16 parallel to a degree claims 1-6, which relate to a fuel cell power 
generation system. No new matter is added. In light of foregoing arguments, Applicant submits 
that the new claims are in condition for allowance.
